Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Smallpox  cases  to  be  admitted  to 
Penrhys  Hospital  and  for  Consultants  to  be  called  in  to  suspected  cases. 
On  diagnosing  a case  the  Consultant  will  be  responsible  for  arranging  for 
Penrhys  Hospital  to  be  ready  and  staffed  to  receive  the  patient.  The 
patient  will  be  removed  by  County  Council  under  their  Ambulance  scheme 
made  under  S.27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


1.  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

There  are  five  piped  supplies  in  the  area,  four  of  which  are  chlori- 
nated. The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  every 
house  has  its  own  piped  supply,  except  in  the  case  of  a few  scattered 
dwellings  such  as  isolated  farms.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  form 
of  contamination.  There  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies. 

The  West  Glamorgan  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
water  in  the  area.

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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  whole  district,  apart  from  a few  isolated  farms,  is  served  by 
public  sewers  with  one  sewerage  disposal  works. 

The  disposal  plant  has  been  working  normally  and  the  sewerage 
effluent  complies  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission. 

The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Tawe. 

Samples  of  Effluent. 

Three  samples  of  sewerage  effluent  were  taken  at  the  Council’s 
sewerage  works  prior  to  being  discharged  during  1969.  The  Public 
Analyst’s  reports  on  all  samples  were  satisfactory. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  — REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Both  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  three 
collections  weekly  are  made  with  the  exception  of  main  shopping  centres 
where  the  collections  are  carried  out  daily. 

Total  tonnage  collected  during  the  year  — 8,129  tons. 

Three  site  are  used  for  tipping,  Pantmawr,  Rheolau  and  Yniswen.  At 
these  sites  a measure  of  controlled  tipping  is  practised.  Waste  material 
from  building  operations  and  County  Council  road  sweepings  are  used  for 
covering  purposes.  Levelling  and  tidying  is  being  done  by  the  Bristol 
tractor. 

Infestation  on  the  tips  is  kept  under  control  by  the  Rodent  operator. 
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4.  HOUSING. 


Repairs  to  existing  Houses — Improvement  Grants. 

Good  use  is  being  made  of  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  and 
improvements  carried  out  to  existing  houses  such  as  installation  of  baths, 
wash-hand  basins,  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  W.C.  and  food  stores.
